namely :— 

( 1 ) One Hundred Rupees; 

(ii) Five Rupees; 

(b) the coins of tho denominations of One Hundred Rupees and Five Rupees aforesaid to be coined in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 6 of the said Act shall confirm to the following dimensions, designs and 
compositions, namely:—

DESIGNS 

(1) ONE HUNDRED RUPEES 


OBVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar in the centre with the legend ^TTt” 

inscribed below. Flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “MKtT" in Hindi and on the right upper periphery with the 
word “INDIA" in English. It shall also bearthe denominational value "100” in International Numerals flanked on the left 
lower periphery with the word “fM” in Hindi and on the right lower periphery with the word "RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE 

This face ofthe coin shall bear the Jain symbol, which was adopted by the entire Jain community. The phrase at 
tire bottom of the symbol is " HfWtl HUFl tJTtaFTFT in Sanskrit. On the leftperiphery with the word "HTO : 2600 ra 

off Wrirw" inscribed in Hindi and on the right periphery tire word “BHAGWAN MAHAVTR : 2600TH JANM 
KALYANAK” inscribed in English. The figure 2001 shall be shownbelow the Sanskrit phrase hr International Numerals. 

(2) FIVE RUPEES 

OBVERSE 

This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capitol of Ashoka Pillar in the centre with the legend “twtq -tR-ld” 
inscribed below. Flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “ FTCl” in Hindi and on the right upperperiphety with tire 
word “INDIA" in English It shall also bearthe denomination value“5” in hrtemational Numeral flanked on the leftlower 
periphery with the word “ FT?” in Hindi and on the right lower periphery with tire word “RUPEES” in English. 

REVERSE 

This face ofthe coin shall bearthe Jain symbol, which was adopted by the entire Jain community. The phrase at 
the bottom ofthe symbol is "WPPTTF? in Sanskrit. On the leftperiphery with (he word “WH: 2600 rit 

inscribed in Hindi and on the righlperiphery the word “BHAGW AN MAHAVIR; 2600TH J ANM KALYANAK 
inscribed in English. The figure 2001 shall be shown below the Sanskrit phrase In International Numerals. 

SECURITY EDGE FOR 5 RUPEES 

Tire edge of tire coin shall be milled with a serrated or upright milling and security edge. In the centre ofthe edge 
there shall be a shallow groove with a design inside the two sections separated by blank spaces. This design shall consists 
of chain of beads in relief and each bead being followed by one inclined line in relief. There shall be total 30 lines and 30 
beads.
